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Haig says 

LONDON. April 13(R)~ U.S. Secretary 
of State Alexander Haig told journalists 
Tuesday he is returning to Washington to 
report to President Ronald Reagan before 
going to Buenos Aires to continue his Falk- 
land Islands peace mission. 

Haig said the situation in the Falkland 
Islands region was increasingly dangerous 
and there was great urgency about finding a 
political solution to the dispute between Bri- 
tain and Argentina. “We have now received 
some new ideas." he told reporters. 

Haig did not indicate the source of the new’ 
ideas or given any indication what.they were. 
But he said that while Britain and Argentina 
were considering them, he would return to 
Washington to report to President Reagan. 
Haig said he would then return to Buenos 
Aires soon afterwards. He declined to say he 
was disappointed. 

Earlier Haig told Britain that new prob- 
lems had arisen with Argentina in efforts to 
settle the Falklands crisis. 

British government sources accused the 
Buenos Aires government of suddenly back- 
ing off from undertakings given to Haig dur- 
ing a peace shuttle visit to Argentina on 
Saturday. 

They refused to say what issue was holding 
up progress, but said there had been *a very- 
substantial backing away' by Argentina on 
ideas discussed with the American emissary. 

Haig, due to fly back to Buenos Aires from 
London Monday night, delayed his departure 
for further talks with British Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher. .... 

Haig discussed the Argentine seizure of the 
Falkland Islands at a 90-minutc meeting with 
Mrs. Thatcher Tuesday, following 1 1 hours 
of talks Monday, when he said “substantial 
difficulties" remained. 

British Foreign Secretary Francis Pym (old 
reporters: “After our wry thorough discus- 
sions all of Monday, difficulties arose in 
Buenos Aires. Haig has been back Tuesday 
morning to explain to us what has hap- 
pened." - , 

Pym said the secretary of state “is now 
considering how best to handle these difficul- 
ties." British sources indicated the new prob- 
lems related to proposals that Argentina 
should withdraw an estimated 9.000 troops 
from the Falklands in return for the recall of a 
British naval task force now steaming toward 
the islands. 

A British Foreign Office spokesman said 
Haig told Mrs. Thatcher that further difficul- 
ties had emerged in Buenos Aires following 
some progress in Monday's London talks. 

The foreign office denied a British radio 
report that Mrs. Thatcher had rejected U.S. 
compromise proposals and insisted that the 
difficulties lie in Buenos Aires." The 
spokesman said the new difficulties were 
additional to the substantial difficulties 
reported by Haig Monday night. 

Haig told reporters Monday night that he 
was leaving for Buenos Aires, and British 
officials confirmed he was on his way to con- 
sult Argentine President L. Guliicri. 

But he stopped at his hotel to telephone 
Argentina's Foreign Minister Nicanor Costa 
Mendez, and then decided to stay overnight 
and talk again with Mrs. Thatcher. 

British sources said the latest problems 
developed during Haig's phone call to Cosia 
Mendez, but there was no confirmation of 
this from American officials. 

However, according to the Argentine news 
agency. DYN. Argentina has flatly rejected 
the proposal on the Falkland Islands that 
Haig planned to bring to Buenos Aires from 
London Tuesday. 

Argentina has maintained all along, since 
its forces invaded and occupied the islands 
April 2 that all issues beside sovereignty were 
negotiable. 

The British sources said the difficulties at 
this stage did not relate to the question of 
eventual sovereignty over the islands. 

Haig is believed to be trying to put together 
a package deal that would'allow Argentina to 
withdraw its troops and leave the Falklands 
under some form of interim administration 
pending a final decision on sovereignty.

JEDDAH. April 1 3 — Response was posi- 
tive and vigorous to King Khalcd's appeal to 
declare Wednesday a day of solidarity with 
the Palestinian people to protest the brutal 
attack on defenseless Arabs in Aqsa Mosque 
in Jerusalem, the third holiest place in Islam 
after Makkah and Mudinah.

Banks, schools and other institutions of learn- 
ing will also be closed. Saudia will suspend all 
flights during the same period. 

. The Chambers of Commerce called on 
trade, industry and the services sectors to 
stop working Wednesday. The King said that 
the Islamic world was passing a crucial stage 
.and facing various threats which called for 
solidarity to face up to the Israeli plans to 
force the Palestinians to quit their homeland. 

“The occupation of the Arab lands is not 
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King Khaled 

only an aggression on innocent people but 
also a gross defiance and contempt for inter- 
nation al covenantsund norms." the King said 
in his letter. 

On Tuesday t he K i ng received a delegation 
representing the Palestinian people in the 
country who Thanked him for his stand and 


support of the people in the occupied lands. 

“In the name of the Palestinains here, the 
fighters and their leaders and the people in 
the occupied lands, we extend our greetings 
and gratitude," the delegation leader Rafiq 
Al Natshah said. “Your sons in the occupied 
lands and outside them are following with 
respect and admiration of your continuous 
material, political and military support for 
their revolution,” Natshah added. 

King Khaled also sent letters to the U.N. 
Secretary General Javier Perez de Cuellar 
and the current Chairman of the Organiza- 
tion of African Unity Kenya’s President 
Daniel Arab Moi pointing out the Israeli out- 
rage in the occupied lands and the suffering of 
the Palestinians under Israeli control. He said 
that the people are facing the ugliest forms of 
suppression and liquidatin which completely 
contravene the basic human rights and the 
Geneva Agreements of 1949'which deal with 
the protection of civilians in armed disputes 
as well as the U.N. resolutions regarding the 
Palestinian problem. 

The King appealed to de Cuellar and Moi 
to use their good offices with member states ' 
to pressure Israel to put an end to its human 
practices which will threaten international 
peace and security.

Full text of King Khaled* s appeal 


Following is the fulitext of King Khalecf s 
appeal: 

“Our Muslim brothers at all places. 

“Our Islamic world is at a significant and 
decisive historic turn in which it is subjected 
to various kinds of risks and is facing differ- 
ent forms of aggression. Perhaps the Zionist 
aggression on the Arab region has been the 
severest and most ferocious danger. The 
perpetrating machinery, which is Israel, did 
not rest content with an assault on the Pales- 
tinian people and other colonialist perpet- 
rations in the territories which it has 
occupied hy force with the intention of 
evacuating those territories from their 
.legitimate inhabitants. Its aggression 
became still worse as it included other Arab 
regions, spreading ruin and destruction into 
the neighboring states and fiddling with the 
spiritual places in Holy Jerusalem — those 
places which are held in esteem by the 
divine faiths and the faithful at all places. 

“The Israeli aggression has not been con- 
fined to committing assault on a stable and 
peaceful people in their own homeland; 
seizing their land and properties; mocking 
at thelntemational charters and norms and 
flagrantly challenging the resolutions of the 
international bodies; but it is an aggression 
on the realities, human values and lofty 
human ideals. 

“Muslim brothers. 

l “We are in dire need for solidarity and 


mutual support for the protection of our 
holy places in occupied Jerusalem and other 
sacred places which the Zionists are trying 
to Judaize and to alter their Arab and 
Islamic characteristics and deep-rooted his- 
toric features. The Zionist enemy went ro 
the farthest limit in his excesses and aggres- 
sion when he decided to Judaize the whole 
of Jerusalem and to make it the capital of his 
entity, resolved to annex the Arab Golan 
and. of laic, began exercising the most 
ignoble types of repression and terrorism 
against your Palestinian brothers in the 
West Bank and Gaza. 

“This contravenes the simplest principles 
of human rights and international treaties 
and norms, and is inconsistent with the U.N. 
resolutions on the Palestine Issue. It clearly 
explains the extremist nature of malicious, 
racist Zionism against the Palestinian Mus- 
lims and Christians, in flagrarion of the 
spirit of forbearance and love called for by 
all divine faiths. 

“All of you are aware that the Zionist 
enemy aims, through his terrorist acts, to 
impose on our Palestinian brothers in the 
West Bank and Gaza illegal representa- 
tives. through which he can realize his crim- 
inal objectives and plots by annexing the 
occupied Palestine territory and consolidat- 
ing his illegal presence. 

"As you know, the noble Palestinian 
people in the West Bank and Gaza took a 
heroic and honorable stance under the 
leadership and guidance of the Palestine 


Liberation Organization and declared the 
daring uprising, challenging the occupation 
authorities and all their equipment of mur- 
der. destruction and terror. This led to the 
martyrdom of your innocent brothers in the 
battle of honor and dignity which they 
fought and are still fighting there.

“In the name of the Islamic summit con- 
ference. of which 1 feel honored to be the 
chairman, and also in the name of the 
government and people of the Kingdom of 
Saudi Arabia.

Grenada premier criticizes U.S.aid program 


WASHINGTON. April 13 (AP) — 
Maurice Bishop, the prime minister of Gre- 
nada government, says President Ronald 
Reagan's aid plan for the Eastern Caribbean 
is" absolute chicken feed (extremely little).” 
amounting ro only 6 cents a day per person. 

Bishop also ridiculed Reagan’s statement 
last week criticizing the "lack of democracy" 
in Grenada, declaring that Rcagan-stvle 
democracy is anti-labor and anti-poor. “We 
in Grenada are not the least bit interested in 
that kind of democracy." Bishop said. 

Bishop's remarks, released by the Grena- 
dan Embassy here, were delivered in a speech 
in Grenada’after Rdagan met in Barbados 
with the leaders of five Eastern Caribbean 
countries. The prime minister noted that 
Reagan's Caribbean Basin Initiative calls for 
S350 million in financial assistance hut that 
only S10 million would earmarked for East- 
ern' Caribbean countries with a total popula- 
tion of half a million. 

“That isrwhat the great United States plan 
amounts to." Bishop was quoted as saying. 
He also said the heavy reliance on the private 
sector in the U.S. plan was an attempt by 
Reagart to dictate lo Caribbean basin coun- 
tries how to organize their economies. US. 


officials have indicated that Grenada will not 
he eligible for American assistance in the 
development plan unless Grenada changes its 
policies. 

The United Slates has been at odds with 
Bishop' s government since it took power in a 
March 1 97^ coup. U.S. analysts believe there 
is a large and growing Cuban influence on the 
island, which has a population of i 1 0.000 and 
is located off Venezuela's northern coast. 

In Barbados last week. Reaean said. “That 


country now bears the Soviet and Cuban 
trademark, which means it will attempt to 
spread the virus among its neighbors." 

A major source of concern to the United 
States is the construction of a runway stretch- 
ing almost two miles. Cuban workers have 
played a key role in the project, and the State 
Department fears the facility will be used by 
Cuba to shorten lines of communication to 
Africa and to support possible Cuban 
activities in the hasiem Caribbean.

BAGHDAD. April 13 (Agencies) — A 
nonaligned mediation team on a revived mis- 
sion to end the border war between Iran and 
Iraq held talks here Tuesday with Iraqi 
Foreign Minister Saadoun Hammadi and 
other high officials. 

Cuban Foreign Minister Isidore Mal- 
mierca. who heads the four-man peace 
delegation, briefed Hammadi on the group's 
efforts to reach a peaceful and honorable set- 
tlement of the 1 8-month-old war. 

Other members of the group are the 
foreign ministers of India and Zambia and 
the head of the political department of the 
Palestine Liberation Organization. They 
traveled lo Baghdad Monday following talks 
over the last weekend with Iranian leaders in 
Tehran. 

Baghdad radio said Hammadi reiterated to 
the group Iraq's position “in defense of our 
legitimate rights in land and water.” a refer- 
ence to Iraqi claim of full sovereigntv overthe 
Shatt Al-Arab waterway and other disputed 
border areas. The claims sparked the war on 
Sept. 22. J 981 after weeks of border skir- 
mishes. 

Hammadi u1m» reaffirmed Iraq's readiness 
to fully cooperate with the nonaligned 
mediators in the quest for restoring security 
•and peace in the region and ensuring respect 
of international law and nonaligned princi- 
ples of non-interference and non-use of force 
and hegemony, the radio added. 

The nonaligned mediators were sent on a 
revived goodwill mission to Tehran and 
Baghdad b\ a decision of a nonaligned coor- 
dination council meeting in Kuwait last week. 

The conflict between the two nonaligned 
Muslim states on the Gulf dominated the 
talks in Kuwait after fears arose that the war 
might spil! overthe borders into neighboring 


countries in the wake of Iran's major spring 
offensive against the Iraqi forces in the 
southern province of Khuzistan March 21. 

While the group was meeting with Iranian 
President Ali Khamenei and Foreign Minis- 
■ ter Ali Akbar Velayari in Tehran, Iraqi Pres- 
ident Saddam Hussein announced Sunday he 
was ready to order a pull-back “as of this 
moment" of Iraqi troops from Iranian territ- 
ory if guarantees were provided that this 
would end the war and the Iranian forces will 
not cross into Iraq. 

U.S. equedly to blame 
for attack, Kuwait says 

KUWAIT, April 13 (AP) Kuwait's parli- 
ament Tuesday blasted the United States as 
“a full partner" along with Israel in last Sun- 
day’s attack on Jerusalem's Al Aqsa Mosque. 

A statement issued by the National 
Assembly stated that "The assembly sees that 
the Zionist entity’s ( Israel" s) violations of the 
Islamic sacred shrines receives the flagrant 
support of the United States which must be 
considered a full partner in these Zionist 
practices." The statement appealed to the 
American people "to realize where their true 
interests lie and to get rid of Zionist domina- 
tion. siding with the people of Palestine who 
seek a restoration of their legitimate rights." 

It also called on all Arab and Islamic states 
to wage "jihad” (holy struggle) against Israel. 
“The confrontation of the Zionist entity can 
become effective only through positive sup- 
port by Arab and Islamic states to the Pales- 
tinian commandos, by supplying Palestinians 
with financing end weapons and by facilitat- 
ing their movement to enable them to liber- 
ate their entire homeland "

Arabs urge U.N. meeting 


UNITED NATIONS. April 13 (R) — 
Morocco and the Islamic group of states 
asked Monday night for a meeting of the 
U.N. Security Council to debate Sunday's 
attack at Al Aqsa Mosque in occupied 
Jerusalem, a U.N. spokesman announced. 

Council members were consulting Tuesday 
to set a time for a public debate. The texts of 
the letters formally requesting the council 
meeting were not immediately made public. 

A council source said the initial request 
was made by Morocco, whose King Hassan 11 
is chairman of the Jerusalem Committee of 
the Organization of Islamic Conference. It 
was later supported by the entire Islamic 
group, comprising some 40 members. 

The Arab League's U.N. observer. 
Ambassador Clovis Maksoud. told a press 
conference earlier that the shooting, in which 
several Arabs w-^ire killed by a man identified 
as an American-lbom Israeli, stemmed from 
Israel's “whole ideology of contempt for the 
Arab population." 


Maksoud referring to Israel's ideology of 
contempt for the Arab population said: “If 
this individual (the gunman) is berserk, then 
he is only a logical outcome of a policy that is 
intended to insult and violate the religious 
belief and institutions of the Palestinian peo- 
ple." 

In another development, Lebanon, in aler- 
ter issued here Monday, accused Israel of 
massing troops on its border and reserved the 
right to call for an urgent meeting of the U.N. 
Security Council “should the escalation con- 
tinue or the situation deteriorates" 

The letter, signed by Lebanese Ambas- 
sador Ghassan Tueni, was addressed to the 
council president for April. Ambassador 
Kamnnda Wa Kamanda of Zaire. Tueni said 
he was instructed by his government to draw 
the council's attention to “massive Israel 
troops concentrations near Lebanon" in vio- 
lation of the 194y Lebanese-Israeli Armis- 
tice Agreement and various council resolu-

Gaza boy shot dead; 50 hurt 


TEL AVIV, April 13 (Agencies) — A 
seven -year-old Palestinian boy was shot dead 
and about 50 persons wounded by Israeli 
gunfire and in clashes in Gaza and surround- 
ing refugee camps, Palestinian sources said 
Tuesday. 

Meanwhile, demonstrations in occupied 
Jerusalem left three young Palestinians 
injured, one with a concussion and another a 
broken collarbone from blows by a trun- 
cheons. and a third with broken ribs caused 
by kicks from Israeli soldiers, a hospital 
spokesman said. 

In Gaza, the boy was found with several 
bullets in (he abdomen. The Palestinians said 
22 demonstrators, many of them youths, 
were wounded, white a spokesman for the 
Israeli forces said 18 were wounded when 
“hundreds of Palestinians were trying to 
penetrate into an Israeli military camp." 

Witnesses said Israeli forces had set up 
roadblocks around Maqased Hospital, where 
the injured from the Gaza clashes had been 
taken. 

At least 1 1 nf the casualties were gunshot 
victims, medical sources said. Israeli army 
units had meanwhile encircled the Gaza 
Islamic College, where Gaza Mayor Rashad 
Shawa was holding talks with community 
leaders. The demonstrations and strikes have 
left the occupied areas virtually paralyzed. 

In the West Bank. Palestinians said thai a 
large number of residents had been arrested 
and beaten by Israeli police Monday night. 
Israeli forces imposed a blockade of Halhoul. 


near Herbron. where Arabs said Jewish set- 
tlers of Kyriar Arba had helped police crash a 
demonstration by brutalizing the protesters. 
The sources said a large number of Palesti- 
nians were injured by the beatings. The 
Israeli administration confirmed that a 
number of people had been arrested. 

Israel strengthened its security forces to 
counter the growing uprising in the turbulent 
occupied territories after the shooting inci- 
dents at the Holy Mosque.

JEDDAH, April 1 3 (SPA) — The esta- 
blishment of a SR200 million agricultural 
company in Tabuk is under consideration, 
the governor.

ISLAMABAD, April 13 (AFP) — Pakis- 
tan's "entente cordiale” with the United 
States will last as long as Washington has 
interests in the Gulf and the South Asian 
region. Foreign Minister Sahabzada Yaqub 
Khan has said in a press interview. 

“America values our Islamic and 
nonaligned character and regards our policies 
as a factor of stability in the region'* the new 
Pakistani diplomatic chief told the local daily 
Ntrwa -E -Waqt in his first interview since tak- 
ing office last month.

The visit comes at a time of mounting tension 
between the two countries in the run up to the 
final withdrawal, with Israeli Deputy Prime 
Minister David Levy Monday alleging Israel 
will ask Egypt for written assurance that it 
win "fulfill its obligations” under the Camp 
David accords. 

Egyptian violations "of the letter and the 
spirit” of the peace treaty made a written 
agreement essential, Levy said. "Israel will 
respect the accords and evacuate Sinai as 
agreed, April 26,” Begin stressed in his inter- 
views. 

The prime minister’s statement apparently 
contradicted the bard line adopted by Levy 
who said Monday (hat the Israeli government 
would call off the final phase of its planned 
withdrawal if Egypt "persisted in violating 
the Camp David accords.”

WASHINGTON, April 13 (Agencies) — 
Officials are considering possible sale of. 
advanced fighter planes to Jordan to meet its 
defense requirements, administration offi- 
cials said Monday. 

These sources, declining to be identified, 
emphasized that the Reagan administration 
has made no final decisions on a possible new 
arms sale to Jordan, but said that various 
ideas are being discussed in preparation for 
U.S.-Jordanian meetings in late April. When 
Defense Secretary Caspar Weinberger vis- 
ited Jordan in early February, he said he 
would be willing to go before the U.S. Con- 
gress to urge approval of sales to Jordan of a 
mobile version of the improved Hawk anti- 
aircraft missile system. 

The Israelis strongly objected to this prop- 
osal, claiming that their security would be 
seriously endangered if Jordan were permit- 
ted to deploy such mobile anti-aircraft 
weapons which could be positioned to reach 
into .Israeli territory. 

Meanwhile. The New ' York Times said 
Tuesday the United States is preparing a 
compromise deal on arms sales to Jordan 
which would exclude mobile anti-aircraft 
missiles and advanced jet fighters. Its report, 
quoting unidentified Reagan administration 
officials, said that under the deal, Jordan 
would be allowed to buy F-5G Tigershark 
fighters developed by Northrop. 

But it would not be able to purchase the 
more advanced F-I6 fighters produced by 
General Dynamics or the improved Hawk 
missiles made by Raytheon. The Times said 
the deal was likely to become a test case for 
the Reagan administration’s Middle East pol- 
icy which, it quoted officials as saying, was to 
continue to support Israel while trying also to 
win new Arab friends. 

Kuwait seen mediating 
in Iraq-Syria tension 

DAMASCUS, Aprfll 3 (AP) — A special 
Kuwaiti envoy arrived here Tuesday for talks 
with President Hafez Assad in what is 
believed to be an attempt to mediate the 
recently-escalated tension between Syria and 
neighboring Iraq, informed sources here said. 

The envoy, Abdul-Rahman AJ-Atiqi, who 
is special adviser to Kuwait’s Prince Jaber 
Al-Ahmad, delivered a letter to the Syrian 
leader and observers said the visit is the first 
step of a Kuwaiti goodwill mission to cool 
tensions between Syria and Iraq. 

Syria last week suddenly announced it was 
closing its borders with Iraq and gave its 
expatriates 48 hours to leave Iraq. Syria later 
shut down an Iraqi pipeline that pumps crude 
oil from Iraq's northern oil fields to Mediter- 
ranean shipping terminals in northern Syria 
and Lebanon. 

A Syrian source at the time said the deci- 
sion to shut down the pipeline was comp- 
lementary to Syria's decision to close its bor- 
ders with Iraq because of Iraq's alleged sup- 
port to anti-Syrian elements. 
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Ecevit kept in detention 
despite court judgment 


ANKARA, April 1 3 (R) — Former Turk- 
ish Prime Minister Bulent Ecevit was kept in 
detention by military authorities Monday 
night, despite a military court’s earlier ruling 
that he should be released. 

Mania! law authorities said Ecevit, 56, was 
being detained pending investigation into an 
interview he was alleged to have given to the 
British Broadcasting Corporation (BBC). A 
military judge earlier Monday niled that 
Ecevit, detained since Saturday, should be 
freed from custody during an investigation in 
to a different case involving alleged state- 
ments to a Norwegian newspaper. 

Statements to a Norwegian paper were 
given as the reason for his detention Satur- 
day. The later announcement by martial law 
authorities was the first mention of an alleged 
BBC interview. The BBC correspondent in 
Ankara said he had not interviewed Ecevit 
recently and did not know to what the martial 
law authorities were referring. Ecevit and 
other former political leaders are banned by a 
decree from making public political state- 


ments, and face a maximum of nine months in 
jail on conviction. 

In the Norwegian newspaper case, martial 
law authorities suspect Ecevit of violating not 
only the decree on public political state- 
ments, but also a penal code article forbid- 
ding Turks to give false information to 
foreigners which could harm national secur- 
ity. Ecevit could still be charged in the Nor- 
wegian case. He also faces trial April 29 for 
writing an article last month in the West 
German magazine Der Spiegel, considered by 
martial law authorities to violate the decree. 

When Ecevit did not arrive tome Monday 
foDowing the earlier decision, reporters 
telephoned martial law authorities and were 
told he was being kept in detention on suspi- 
cion be had illegally given an interview to the 
BBC. Close friends of Ecevit said they 
thought the military was trying to find 
reasons to keep Ecevit in custody following a 
"final warning” last week by head of state 
Gen. Kenna Evren to former political leaders 
to keep quiet. 


U.N. envoy arrives in Kabul 

Afghan army hunting out recruits 


ISLAMAB A D, April 1 3 (AFP) — Afghan 
army forces have begun chasing potential 
recruits through the streets of KabuL, follow- 
ing an increase in rebel activity in the pro- 
vinces, according to Western diplomats in 
Islamabad. 

The new recruiting drive, which includes a 
law decreasing the draft age from 21 to 19 
years old, may have little effect on the man- 
power problems faced by the army, which has 
been decimated by desertions. Only 30,000 
men remain in an army which counted 90,000 
troops in April 1 978, according to Western 
estimates. 

The recruiting campaign has included the 
use of force overthe past week, the diplomats 
said. Some neighborhoods were surrounded, 
while troops made house-to-house searches 
for prospective young conscripts. The dip- 
lomats added that trucks used to take recruits- 
to their future units were "more obvious than 
ever,” and that recruiters ignored both the 
minimum age requirements and the service 
exemptions that had allowed some people to 
retain their civilian jobs. 

The sources added that even some person- 
nel in a Kabul hospital had not been spared 
from the forced conscription drive. This 
apparently has forced the hospital to curtail 
some of its activities, the sources said. 

Meanwhile, the diplomats said, residents 
of Kabul have been hearing heavy artillery 
fire just outside the capital. Last Thursday, 
the sound of battles to both the north and the 
south could be heard. The military activity 
has been particularly . noticeable in these 
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DACCA, (AP) — F.K. Abdul Munim was 
sworn in Monday night as this country's new 
chief justice, replacing Kamapurdin Ahmad 
who retired under a martial law proclamation 
adopted Sunday night which provides that 
the chief justice should retire on completion 
of a tenure of three years service or upon 
reaching the age of 62. The proclamation also 
allowed resumption of civil courts' functions 
but specified that they will have no jurisdic- 
tion over martial law courts. 

NEW DELHI, (AP) — President Chadli 
Bendjedid of Algeria will arrive here April

government announced Tuesday. Bendjedid 
is expected to seek Indian economic assista- 
nce during talks with Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi. 

MANAMA, (AFP) — The Oman army, 
navy and air force held live-ammunition 
maneuvers in an unspecified region of the 
Gulf Monday under the direction of Sultan 
Q a bo os, the Gulf News Agency said. In the 
course of the exercise, the army recovered a 
sector occupied by an imaginary enemy, the 
navy disposed of mines and obstacles and 
fighter planes bombed imaginary troops, the 
agency said.

JOHANNESBURG. April !3 (Agencies) 
— Self-confessed Souih African spy Martin 
Dolinchek — currently awaiting trial in Seyc- 
helles for his part in the coup attempt there 
last Nov. 25 — has named a top South Afri- 
can Defense Force (SADF) officer as having 
"intimate, prior knowledge" of the coup. The 
Rand Daily Mail reported Tuesday. 

Quoting Seychelles authorities, the Mad 
said Dolinchek named the officer — Maj. 
Gen. Charles Lloyd, the commander of secur- 
ity forces in Namibia — in a taped conversa- 
tion between the seven mercenaries captured 
in the coup attempt and Seychelles authorit- 
ies. 

Dolinchek repeated the allegation to the 
special United Nations commission investiga- 
ting the coup, saying that he had given a full 
report of the Seychelles “invasion plan” to 
the SADF and his own department, the 
National Intelligence Service (NIC). The 
SADF recipient of his report, Dolinchek said, 
was Gen. Lloyd before he was appointed to 


Doctors urge 
decrease in 
intake of fat 


WASHINGTON. April 13 (AP) — 
Despite reports questioning the link bet- 
ween diet and heart disease, the American 
Heart Association said that people should 
decrease their intake of fat. 


A report prepared by the association's 
nutrition committee said the relationship 
between diet and heart disease has not 
been proven beyond all doubt. But it said 
absolute proof was not necessary in this 
case. 

Several kinds of evidence, including 
animal experiment* and I limited human 
lifestyle studies, strongly support the con- 
cept of modifying the diet to reduce har- 
dening of the arteries and cut the risk of 
coronary disease, said the report pub- 
lished in the association's journal Circula - 
tion. 

The committee, eight volunteer scien- 
tists from major medical schools, 
reviewed scores of studies that reaffirmed 
"a high correlation between the estimated 
level of fat in the diet and the severity of 
atherosclerosis." 

Dr. Scott M. Grundy of the University 
of Texas health seienee center in Dallas, 
chief author of the report, said the findings 
are a justification for the association's 
contention that modifying risk factors can 
_ jd.ccreasc the danger on heart disease. 
^-These risk factors include elevated blood 
levels of cholesterol and other fats, smok- 
ing. high blood pressure, obesity and 
diabetes. 

The primary criticism came in a 1980 
report by the National Academy of Sci- 
ences' food and nutrition board, which 
makes dietary recommendations used by 


the government and the food industry. 


That controversial report said there was 
no solid proof that lower fat and choles- 
terol consumption reduces the risk of 
heart and blond vessel disease in healthy 
people. Therefore, it said, there is little 
justification in recommending lower fat 
^diets and other changes in eating habits J 


the Namibian command. 

Dolinchek also 'said an earlier plan was 
turned down by the “South African administ- 
ration” in 1979. When the plan was accepted, 
arms captured from Angola were supplied to 
mercenary leader "Mad Mike” Hoare and his 
strike force, Dolinchek said. 

According to theiVfotf Gen. Lloyd is one of 
a number of top SADF officers who have 
been linked to the November attack. Dolinc- 
hek allegedly said the long-term aim in over- 
throwing the Seychelles government was to 
have a base from which the Tanzanian gover- 
nment could be destablized. Other reasons 
included landing rights for South African air- 
craft and a strategic base on the important 
Cape Sea route. 

An SADF spokesman would not comment 
on the allegations Monday night because he 
said the matter was “sub j udice" . He said the 
SADF would not respond before the end of 
trial of 43 of the mercenaries in Pietermaritz- 
burg on charges of hijacking an airliner to 
South Africa after the coup failed. Gen. 
Lloyd himself has not been available for 
comment. 

The Mad, still quoting Seychellesofficials, 
also said that Dolinchek was considering tur- 
ning state witness in the Seychelles trial, 
which starts on June 16. The paper said it had 
been put to Dolinchek that he could escape a 
possible death penalty for treason by cooper- 
ating with the state and confessing all. ' 

It is believed Dolinchek and his wife Ina 
could be offered Seychelles citizenship — a 
key factor in his decision to turn state witness 
because it might make it impossible for him to 
return to South Africa. 

The Mail also said it learned last week that 
two South African agents have visited the 
Seychelles to assess the situation. One, it is 
believed, posed as a lawyer. 

Meanwhile, in Victoria, Seychelles, a spe- 
cial court session to hear evidence in the trial 


in South Africa of 43 mercenaries accused or 
hijacking an Air-Tndia plane was adjourned 
in confusion after only 20 minutes Tuesday.

MOSCOW, April 13 (AFP) - Soviet- 
Indian relations are continuing to grow in 
spite of differing social systems, the Soviet 
press said in articles marking Tuesday's 35th 
anniversary of the establishment of diploma- 
tic links with India. 

Newspapers saicLthat ** India's .friendship 
with the USSR havplayed a major -role in 
helping it to consolidate its independence by 
fighting imperialist and reactionary forces.” 

The Soviet Communist Party newspaper 
Prarda noted that relations between (he two 
countries had developed "successfully" by 
"scrupulously” respecting the principle of 
□on-interference in each other's domestic 
affairs. 

The Soviet press also published a congratu- 
latory message to Indian leaders from Presi- 
dent Leonid Brezhnev and Prune Minister 
Nikolai Tikhonov who said thejy. were- sure 
Soviet-lndian relations would continue -'‘‘to 
broaden and become firmer in the interest uf 
the two countries.” 


Peking attacks U.S., Russia 


PEKING. April 13 (R) — Communist 
China Tuesday accused both Washington and 
Moscow of using human rights as a tool in 
seeking hegemony, a term it has until recently 
reserved for what it regards as Soviet expan- 
sionism. 

The Communist Party newspaper People's 
Daily said the United Stales “proclaims that 
human rights is the soul or its foreign policy 
and the criterion on which it bases its rela- 
tions w ith other countries, criticizing the Sov- 
iet Union encroaching on human rights in 
East European countries.” But it also 
accused United States of “lacking a positive 
attitude” in other respects, saying it “suppo- 
rts South African racism and Israeli expan- 
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sionism. 

The paper said in a signed article that " for 
the Soviet Union and the United States, 
human rights have become a tool to attack 
each other and struggle for hegemony.” It 
also criticized other Western countries for 
“using their traditional standards of human 
rights to oppose the demands by the peoples 
of the Third World for the right to self- 
determination and development.” 

It acknowledged that certain Western 
nations “use human rights as a weapon agai- 
nst Soviet hege monism." and said most coun- 
tries were insincere in their human rights pol- 
icies, which they wished to use as a means of 
solving international problems. 

The article said China “favors respecting 
and protecting human rights,” and added that 
they were guaranteed under the constitution 
which upholds freedom of speech and the 
protection of the legal system.

Robot solves 
Rubik’s Cube 


URBANA, Illinois April 13 (AP) — 
Engineering students at the University of 
Illinois have built a robot whose brain can 
figure out how to line up the Rubik's Cube 
colors properly in two-tenths of a second. 
Its electronic eye looks at the six colors on 
the cube's 54 movable squares, and its 
computer brain decides what to do. 

Then, with a series of snaps and bangs, 
air cylinders move the mechanical hands. 
They grasp the cube, twist and turn it, and 
rearrange the individual squares until the 
cube has six solid colored sides. 

But, the brain is quicker than the hands, 
h takes about .1 2 minutes for the mechani- 
cal hands to make the average 1 10 moves 
necessary for rhe solution. Students Dan- 
iel Taiken. Douglas Rhode and Robert 
Sum were the leaders in designing and 
building the robot. 

“Robbie Rubik” cost less than $300 
and took first place at a recent U.I.* engin- 
eering competition. Taiken built the mec- 
hanical parts of the robot in his father's 
workshop. Sum programmed the robot's 
computer brain and Rhode developed the 
electronic circuits that link the robot's eye,

SOLIDARITY DAY 


The Islamic stares have responded positively and 
vigorously to King Khaled’ s appeal for a day of solidarity 
with the Palestinians in their hour of tragedy and 
triumph. They are victims of one of the nastiest forms of 
colonialism and imperialism that the world has known 
this century. At least former colonialists had known that 
they would one day withdraw and return the sovereignty 
of the land to the native population. They prepared the 
people for independence and even later on continued to 
help them. 

But the Zionists who had grabbed Palestine and 
established a state for European and American Jews in 
place of the original Arabs, Muslims and Christians 
alike, have no intention of giving up even the occupied 
West Bank and Gaza Strip. They are, in fact, perpetuat- 
ing their occupation through establishing colonies of 
Jews in the heartland of the Arab territories. Already 
these colonies make up nearly a third of the land. 
Besides, the occupation forces are resorting to ever 
increasing repressive measures to stifle any expression 
of protest and horror at their brutalities. They kill, 
maim, jail and force the population to leave in search of 
refuge abroad, swelling the number of Palestinian 
refugees scattered throughout the world. 

The situation is at present ripe for a revolution, 
whatever it takes to bring it about. The more repression, 
the greater will be the determination of the masses to get 
rid of it. This has been the form and substance of legiti- 
mate national liberation movements everywhere. The 
Algerians lost a million people in their struggle for liber- 
ation from France over nearly seven years of revolution 
to throw off the yoke of foreign control. The Vietnamese 
did it over 40 years, first beating the French then the 
Americans who are now bankrolling the Zionist occupa- 
tion of Palestine, Syria and Lebanon. 

Unfortunately, the Arabs are lamentably weak, not 
only because they cannot match the American aid to 
Israel but because they are divided and in many cases at 
war with each other. They cannot, unless they change 
dramatically, muster sufficient strength to beat off the 
Israeli menace and force a review of American policy. 

Perhaps this call by King Khaled might be the first 
step that the Muslims need to unite against the Israelis 
and their supporters. King Khaled and, before him. King 
Faisal and, the founder. King Abdul Aziz had done 
much the same for the Palestinians and their cause. In 
fact, the first Islamic summit conference was called by 
King Faisal following the arson of the Aqsa Mosque by a 
Zionist who was later alleged to have been deranged, 
jusf like the allegation by the U.S. State Department the 
other day that the soldier who murdered the Palestinians 
! at the same mosque was also deranged. The appeal by 
King Faisal brought into being the creation of the Organ- 
ization of Islamic Conference and the Islamic summits 
which meet every four years.

WASHINGTON — 

The KGB doesn’t like Washington. 

Sure. Washington is a good place to have agents, 
and the KGB has had its share. They’ve roamed the 
Pentagon, sat in the offices of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, worked briefly in the National Security 
Agency, occupied a State Department desk. 

But Washington really isn’t terribly comfortable 
for the KGB. The federal city has more intelligence, 
counterintelligence and security personnel per acre 
•than- Berlin or. possibly • even Moscow:, myriads of 
FBI officials, tens of thousands of CIA..DLA and 
NSA officers, thousands more from the armed ser- 
vices, state and treasury. 

So the KGB really loves New York. The big apple 
is ideal for secret meetings — of lovers, crooks or 
spies. It’s congested and anonymous, polyglot and 
polychrome. No face, no accent, no costume stands 
out. 

Even in the good old days before World War II. 
when spying was an amateur sport carried on by a 
few underground American Communists, Manhat- 
tan was the hub of espionage operations against the 
Washington target. Whittaker Chambers and 
Elizabeth Bentley came down by train from New 
York, dropped in on their “friends” in the district, 
collected their take (from State Department cables 
to documents from the Aberdeen proving grounds) 
and took the train back to the big apple. 

When Col. Boris Bykov insisted on a personal 
meeting with members of Chambers' Washington 
net, they were asked to meet him in Brooklyn and 
downtown Manhattan. When Donald Maclean, one 
of the famous Cambridge trio, had something to 
report from his perch in the British Embassy in the 
1940s, he made regular trips to New York to turn 
over his material to his Manhattan handler. 

The KGB is particularly allergic to handing over 
classified U.S. documents in Washington. In 1973 
Air Force Sgt. James D. Woods traveled to New 
York with a batch of classified documents in the 
trunk of his rented car, passed them over to hb 
handler, an official of the Soviet Embassy in 
Washington, and was arrested at their rendezvous 


in Queens. 

New York's main attraction for the KGB is its 
excellent terrain for the mechanics of secret com- 
munications — for signals and dead-drops as well as 
secret meetings. Signals, used to call an agent to a 
meeting or to service a dead-drop, tight, are nor- 
mally inconspicuous graphic marks — a chalk 
stroke, a piece of adhesive tape. Thousands of spots 
in Manhattan have been used: subway entrances, 
street-level billboards, sidewalk construction tun- 
nels, light poles. 

The KGB has an almost canine fondness for 
lampposts; normally fixed on the outside edge of 
the sidewalk pavement, a signal can be seen equally 
well, by .an agent .out for a stroll or by someone 
' sifo^ng On the right side of a passing vehicle. Signals 
_■ can.alsq.^e layjspi tied. from one public pay phone 
to another by* the number of rings. ' ... 

Signaling in Washington is a more difficult enter- 
prise. Here there b a paucity of lampposts. The 
number of public pay phones outride downtown is 
increasing, but they are far apart and rarely enc- 
losed. Subway entrances don’t lend themselves to 
graffiti. With the construction boom, sidewalk 
boardings have become commonplace, but most of 
them retain their pristine blankness, and even a 
small mark might catch the eye of a passing FBI 
man out to lunch. 

The crux of agent operations is in the selection of 
safe sites for a dead drop or a personal meeting, and 
here New York is superior not only to Washington 
but to London and Bonn. If New York is Moscow- 
on-the-Hudson. Washington is Minsk-oo-the- 
Potomac. 

Dead drops are the safest form of exchanging 
information between an agent and hb KGB han- 
dler. The drop can be loaded by a KGB officer or a 
sailor-courier from Moscow with coded instructions 
on paper or microfilm, or by an agent with the 
documents he has collected, or with a report on 
tasks he has been assigned. Drop sites must be 
clearly designated, easily accessible and least. open 
to hostile observation. 

The KGB’s fondness for lampposts b matched by 
its use of the pillars, or upright metal posts, that 
carry an elevated train or platform. The magnetic, 
capsule, or limpet, has modernized the dead-drop. 
Attached to the pillar at shoulder height at night, 
and retrieved in the dark, a small container isn't 
likely to be detected by anyone. 


Though drops are safer, personal meetings also 
are sometimes essential, and . a Moscow training 
lecture of the early 1960s laid down some ground 
rules for meeting agents in New York or Washing- 
ton. The best New York sites, it said, are in the 
Bronx, Brooklyn, Queens and certain areas of 
Manhattan. To be avoided: . Harlem (while feces 
stand out); the “squalid” Chinese quarter where a 
“properly dressed person” is conspicuous; loca- 
tions near the United Nations or permanent mis- 
sions to* the U.N. or near large banks and jewelry 
stores. The area between 34th and 42nd Streets b 


too congested, and Staten Island, a cul-de-sac, is 
also out. 


What does Washington have to offer in secret 
sites for drops or meetings? 

The 1 960s Moscow lecture succinctly highlights 
its deficiencies: * H.Thfi orgatfiafoon and &<!Bizatipit 
of agent communications in Washington are full of 
difficulties because of the city’s small size, its 
limited number of public places, no subways, and an 
inadequate public transportation system, especially 
in the suburbs.” It places certain meeting rites out 
of bounds: “tbe central part of the city”, the main 
streets, areas where foreign embassies are located, 
“near military objectives,” in “the Negro district.” . 

But Washington's greatest deficiency b in parks. 
The present ones are. for the most pan, too small. 
Lafayette Park across from the White House, for 
example,- is useful only for demonstrators and 
orators. Moreover, there aren’t enough elevated 
structures, and those Washington now has rest on 
concrete pillars not meant for limpets. Washington 
does not have enough out-of-the-way restaurants 
and deserted wateifroDts, or movie lobbies and 
movie houses wifh matinees. 

There ban art in selectingdrop and meeting sites 
(they are often assigned by Moscow). There is a 
greater art in visiting them undetected. Both arts 
favor New York. 

New York is tbe easiest place in the world to 
throw off a tail. There are hundreds of locales for 
eluding surveillance: not only corner drugstores 
with two entrances; but office buddings with scores 
of floors and banks of elevators and gigantic 
department stores with dozens of entrances, 
escalators and elevators. And there are the narrow 
crosstown streets with loading bays, takeout food 
.shops and office building lobbies to slip into for a 
moment to watch who passes.

Mugabe moving closer to one-party rule

SALISBURY — 

One of the watersheds in the life of Zimbabwe, 
two years old thb month, occurred in a television 
studio on Pockets Hill, a verdant suburb of this 
garden city. Prime Minister Robert Mugabe, a rela- 
tive newcomer to the front ranks of African nation- 
alism, told a news conference that he had summarily 
dismissed the formidable veteran Joshua Nkomo 
from hb coalition cabinet for plotting civil war. 

Then his stem features relaxed and he 
proceeded, cracking a joke here and there, to con- 
duct a cabinet reshuffle. Ministers sitting by him 
were promoted or demoted while TV cameras rol- 
led. . . 

Foreign diplomats often refer to the scene, amid 
the gravest crisis yet to face Zimbabwe, as the 
moment when Mugabe convincingly demonstrated 
his mastery of the young nation. Two years after 
independence, on April 18, 1980. at the end of a 
guerrilla war, Mugabe. 58. has consolidated his pos- 
ition as leader of Zimbabwe. 

The former ruling whites are in political disarray. 
The Republican Front Party of ex-Rhodesian Pre- 
mier Ian Smith is divided between those who see the 
future in terms of close cooperation with Mugabe 
and those who opt for continued opposition. 
Once-prominent Rhodesian nationalist forces such 
as the Rev; Ndabaningi- Sithole and Bishop Abel 
Muzorewa (fleetingly prime minister of the transi- 
tional Zimbabwe Rhodesia) have largely faded into 
obscurity. 

Even Nkomo, 65, the “old bull elephant” of 
Matabeleland and a leader of nationalism here for 
20 yeans before Mugabe emerged to prominence 
from one of Smith’s political prisons, appears on a 
downward spiral. 

Diplomatic sources say they believe Mugabe is 
determined to have Nkomo tried for treason follow- 
ing the discovery of large caches of arms on farms 
connected with his opposition ZAPU Party. 
Mugabe alleges the weapons, including missiles. 


rockets, rifles and thousands of rounds of ammuni- 
tion, were stashed in preparation for a coup. 

So far Mugabe has dismissed Nkomo and two top 
party lieutenants from the cabinet — effectively 
ending the national unity coalition which had ruled 
Zimbabwe since • independence — and .arrested 
prominent ZAPU military men without encounter- 
ing trouble from the historically warlike Ndebele 
people who support Nkomo. 

“He will probably now have Joshua tried,” said 
one senior Western envoy. “Then he could have 
him pardoned after a couple of weeks in jail. If that 
happened with ho reaction in Matabeleland it 
would be the end .of Nkomo as a political force." 

Most political . analysts believe Mugabe has 
moved closer in recent months to his long-cherisbed 
goal of making Zimbabwe a one-party state. The 
prime minister has frequently said he would not 
impose his ideal on a reluctant nation. The slippage’ 
of Nkomo could help him .if sufficient ZAPU ele- 
ments believed the only way now to further their 
careers and betterthe lot of the Ndebele people was 
through cooperation with Mugabe's ZANU-PF. 

One Western diplomat- whose job has involved 
close monitoring of politics here since indepen- 
dence said he would be surprised if a one-party state 
had not been created within 1 8 months, “maybe not 
legislatively, but certainly effectively." 

Nine white members of parliament have already 
decided that there is no future in opposing the 
government They resigned last month from 
Smith's RF Party, wiping out its control of the 20 
reserved white seats in parliament. The RF easily 
won a subsequent by-election but hundreds of- 
whitds boycotted the poll in what political analysts 
said was a demonstration that many fell they were a 
spent political force. 

Whites continue to. flee black rule by Lhe 
thousands. Some 40,000 have quit since indepen- 
dence, the vast majority heading for South Africa, 
the continent’s last white outpost. The departure 
continues to strip the Zimbabwe economy of vital

Petroleum Intelligence Weekly, a New York 
trade newsletter, this week quoted econom- 
ists at the International Energy Agency as 
saying they felt OPEC could . prevent a price 
collapse if it had the political will to do so. 

London market analysts noted that Iraq . 
would probably need more cash from Gulf ' 
states in the coming months, following the- 
weekend's Syrian decision not to let it pump 
oil through -a pipeline across Syria. This is 
expected to cut already reduced Iraqi sales. 

Meanwhile. Iran may count on boosting its 
cut-price sales to make up for the volumes 
that its Iraqi enemy cannot sell. 


'U.S. boycotts shipping talks 


GENEVA, April 13 <R) — The United 
States boycotted Tuesday opening of United 
Nations talks on limiting the Maverick ‘flags 
of convenience' ships which critics say flout 
safety and labor laws. 

The talks, aimed at producing guidelines to.' 
make these ships more accountable to 
maritime authorities, go against the U.S. view 
that ship registration is for national govern- 
ments to decide, U.S. officials said. 

They said the U.S. would not participate in 
the' 17-day talks which,- if successful, would 
set the stage for an international pact on 
minimum registration standards. This would 
tighten control over foreign ships sailing 
under rhe flags of Liberia, Panama and other 
Third World states. . 

Asked about U.S. opposition to the talks. 
Robert Ramsay of the U.N. Conference on 
Trade and Development (UNCTAD) said: 
“We find this untenable because the United 
States believes in international standards of 
Labor." 


•‘The U.S. position means that govern- 
ments have the right to frustrate intematidnal 
standards," Ramsay, of the UNCTAD ship- 
ping division, told reporters. 

Delegates to the meeting said firms in the 
U.S. — the only major shipping nation absent 
— were among the most active of those which 
run 28 percent of world shipping under 
foreign flags. 

Flag of convenience ships account for 
almost half the accidents on the high seas, 
UNCTAD says, and threerquarters of them 
are owned by U.S., Greek, Japanese and' 
Hong Kong firms. 

Adib Al-Jadir. head .of the UNCTAD 
shipping division, opened the meeting calling 
for economic links between ships and their 
countries of registry to protect sailors' rights. 

“Shipowners who register their ships under 
the flag of countries with loose registration 
conditions can compete unfairly by avoiding 
the expenditure 'needed to maintain safety 
and labor standards” he said. 


Super canal plan termed foolish 


KHARTOUM. April 13 (R> — Sudan- 
ese Finance Minister Ibrahim Moneim 
Mansour has said the OPEC Fund for 
International Development will extend a 
$14 million loan to Sudan in balance of 
payments support, the official Sudan 
News Agency (SUN A) reported. 

It said the agreement with the OPEC 
(Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries) Fund was signed in Vienna last 
week. 


BONN, April 13 (AFP) — A 1,000-year- 
old dream to link the North Sea with the 
Black Sea by a 3,200-km (2,000-mile) canal 
has been described here as “the craziest idea 
since the construction of the Tower of 
Babel" .

The reduction is attributed to an 1 1 million 
tons increase in British output which came to 
89 million tons and a fall of 8.6 percent in 
EEC consumption which is put at 41 8 million 
tons. Saudi Arabia the United Arab Emi- 
rates, Iraq, Iran and Kuwait supplied 229 
million tons of crude or 63.2 percent of total 
Imports. ' 

Saudi Arabia boosted its shipments by 
6,200,000 0 tons or 3.8 percent to 
1 67, 3003300 tons or 46.

Africa ri countries provided 77 million tons 
or21.3pcrcent of total imports.

U.S. plans more silos for MX 


WASHINGTON. April 15 (AFP) — The 
U.S. Defense Dcpartmcnl is studying the 
possibility of building cluster* of 1 0 silos for 
each of its new intercontinental MX missiles, 
to force a potential enemy to fire 1 0 missiles 
to destro> one MX. Pentagon officials have 
disclosed. 

The new project, called "Dense Pack." 
calls for each "capsule." or silo, to be built 
within 600 meters of another, the officials 
said. To destroy the only missile-bearing silo, 
the cncm\ would be required to fire a volley 
of missiles in close formation. 

When the lone active silo was destroyed, all 
enemy missiles would detonate as well, 
according to experts who devised the plan. 

Patasse gets 
Togo asylum 

LOME. Togo. April 1 3 (AP) — Ange 
Patasse. a former Central African premier 
accused of plotting to overthrow the cun-ent 
government, arrived in Togo Tuesday and 
was granted political asylum. Togolese offi- 
cials said. 

Patasse took refuge at the French Embassy 
in Bangui, capital of the Central African 
Republic, on March 5 follow ing a failed coup 
against the government of Gen. Andre 
Kolingha. The French refused to release him 
to Central African officials and negotiated 
the arrangement which allowed him to fly to 
Togo. 

Officials here said Patasse arrived in Lome 
aboard a French military plane accompanied 
by three other men also implicated in the . 
coup attempt. They too were granted politi- 
cal asylum. The party also was accompanied 
by the French ambassador to the Central 
African Republic, the Togolese ambassador 
to Paris and a Central African police official. 

Officials said Patasse. premier under 
former Centra! African ruler Jean-Bedel 
Bokassa. was granted asylum at the request 
of both the French and Central African 
governments. 

26 hurt inBelgiumblast 

BRUSSELS. April 13 (AFP) — Twenty- 
six persons were injured, three with serious 
bums, when a furnace exploded in a hospital 
linen rental and cleaning company here, 
company officials said. The blast set off jets of 
steam in the Euroblan company workshop, 
propelling cleaning equipment and debris 
through the air. 


This concept, called "Fratricide" by the 
experts, would reduce the Soviet Union's 
confidence that a pre-emptive attack on U.S. 
land-based silos would be effective, the Pen- 
tagon officials said. 

Another advantage to the plan is the 
' limited space the missiles would need to be 
deployed. The project could thus be carried 
out at existing bases. News of the latest poss- 
ible MX deployment plan came just after it 
was learned that the air force was studying 
the feasibility of firing the missiles into space 
in the event of a Soviet nuclear attack, to 
avoid their destruction on the ground. 

Aviation Week reported this week that the 
Evring Research Institute had already car- 


ried out a preliminary study for the air force. 
The magazine said the missiles would be put' 
into orbit at an altitude of 225 kins. If the 
nuclear alert turned out to be a fake alarm, 
the missiles would either be called back, and 
the nuclear heads recovered from the sea, or 
recovered by a space shuttle. 

If the anack were real, the missiles could be 
programmed to hit any target in the Soviet 
Union. The four-stage MX missile, with 10 
nuclear warheads, is due to be deployed from 
1986. The Pentagon has pledged to give con- 
gress a definitive deployment plan for the 
missiles by the end of 1983. A 1967 treaty 
banned the stationing of any "weapons of 
mass destruction" in and around the earth.

American firms aid S. Africa 


WASHINGTON, April 13 (AFP) — 
Two United Slates companies acted as 
go-betweens to enable South Africa to buy 
almost 100 Tons of enriched uranium in 
defiance of a U.S. government embargo, 
the Washington Post reported Tuesday. 

ThcjPorf named the firms as Edlow Inter- 
national of Washington and Swuco of 
Rockville, Maryland, and said they were 
intermediaries between South Africa and 
uranium suppliers and enrichment plants in 
Switzerland. Belgium and France. 

The U.S. government banned all 
enriched uranium supplies to South Africa 
after Pretoria refused to sign the interna- 
tional nuclear non-proliferation treaty or 
submit to the controls required under the 
Non-Proliferation Act passed by Congress 
in 1978. 

The embaigo held up the inauguration of 
South Africa’s first nuclear power station at 
Koeberg. which is being built mainly by 
France, and a year ago Pretoria made it 
clear it would pay handsomely for enough 


uranium for at least one of the planf s two 
reactors. 

The Post said that Edlow and Swuco had 
bought uranium in Belgium and Switzer- 
land and had it enriched by two European 
concerns, including France’s Eurod if Con- 
sortium. 

The Post said that the firms had done 
nothing illegal, but their action had promp- 
ted a protest from Democratic Sen. John 
Glenn. In a letter to Secretary of State 
Alexander Haig Glenn wrote: “That a U.S. 
firm may have contributed to defeating the 
non-proliferation policies of its own 
government is 1 deeply disturbing, par- 
ticularly when the firm is the beneficiary of 
numerous government-granted licenses 
covering the shipment and export of nuclear 
materials.” 

France has insisted on regular inspection 
of the reactors for which it has supplied fuel, 
in order to ensure that no uranium is 
diverted for military purposes. j 


Polish media ignore Solidarity radio 


WARSAW, April 13 (Agencies) ■=- 
Poland’s state-run media Tuesday main- 
tained its official silence after** Radio Solidar- 
ity” broadcast its first clandestine program 
Monday in open defiance of the authorities’ 
media monopoly. 

Not a single Warsaw newspaper, radio 
program or television news broadcast com- 
mented on the 8 1-2 minute broadcast which 
began as promised at 9 p.m. Monday night on 
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low-powered FM station. 

Some observers said the stern silence on 
the Solidarity radio program, the first since 
the independent union was suspended after 
last December’s martial law decree, would be 
expected since the media would not want to 
give publicity to the program. 

Although it was difficult to determine the 
range of the Monday Solidarity program, 
some Poles living on the outskirts of Warsaw 
said they had been unable to find the broad- 
cast even though they knew the frequency, 
suggesting -its range was limited to central 
Warsaw. 

The radio announcers said their new prog- 
ram would be aired April 30 after its range 
and reception had been checked. Some 
sources, however, said the program might be 
repeated on Tuesday night, but the reports 
could not be confirmed. If true the broadcast 
would coincide with instructions given Mon- 
day on passive protest to commemorate the 
four-month anniversary of martial law. 

The radio program, said by some union 
sources to be the product of work' by under- 
ground activists and aided by radio workers 
fired after the Dec. 1 3th crackdown, advised 
listeners to douse their house lights between 
9 p.m. and 9:15 p.m. Tuesday as a protest. 

The clandestine broadcast called for resis- 
tance against the military authorities in the 
name of suspended Solidarity. 

An announcer reminded Poles, that Tues- 
day marks the fourth monthly anniversary of 
the takeover, and repeated appeals by 
Solidarity leaders underground to demons- 
trate their opposition to the authorities in 
peaceful ways. 
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TAIPEI, April 13 (AFP) — A military 
expert Tuesday urged the government to 
diversity its sources of advanced arms sup- 
plies by turning to West European, countries. 
The expert, who asked not to be named, said 
the government should seek combat aircraft 
from France, Switzerland, Sweden and co- 
producing arrangements with Britain, . Ger- 
many and Italy. 

The United States, NatkmalistChira’s (Taiwan) 
principal arms supplier,, has announced it will 
not supply the Nationalist Chinese govern- 
ment with any more advanced aircraft 
because of objections by Peking. 

The military expert pointed out that the 
French-built Mirage jet, the Swedish-made 
Saab-2105, the Swiss-built Piranha and the 
Tornado jointly built by Britain, Germany 
and Italy are as highly advanced as the U.S. 
F-1 6 aircraft. His remarks followed a cabinet 
reply to a question raised in the legislative 
Yuan (parliament) regarding an investigation 
of a wide range of weapon supply sources. 

The government is working on plans to 
purchase sophisticated weapons from 
advanced countries to replenish its arms 
stocks to insure the nation's defense capabil- 
ity. the cabinet said in its reply. The 
French-Mirage is one of the aircraft being 
considered by the government, it added. 

U.S. plane crashes 

ANKARA, April 13 (AP) — An Ameri- 
can Air Force transport plane with 23 per- 
sons aboard crashed in the mountanious 
eastern Turkey Tuesday, an embassy 
spokesman said. 

He said the plane went down over the 
Kizildag Mountain range between the. east- 
ern Turkish cities of Erzmcan and Sivas, 350 
miles east of this capital city. He said the 
plane was not sighted yet and it was not poss- 
ible to say anything about thefate of those on 
board.
